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TOWN  OF  BRFNTWOOD 

PROPOSED  BY-LAW  ENACTED  PURSUANT  TO  RSA  31:39  (Supp.  1983) 
REGARDING  FIRE  AND  OTHER  ALARMS 


A.  The  purpose  of  this  By-Law  is  to  allow  the  Town,  acting  within 
its  power  to  regulate  its  prudential  affairs,  to  control  and 
provide  a  penalty  for  erroneous  alarms  which  result  in  the 
unnecessary  dispatch  of  fire,  police  or  rescue  personnel  and 
equipment  at  any  time  within  the  Town. 

B.  Nothing  in  this  By-Law  is  to  be  interpreted  to  be  in  deroga- 
tion of  RSA  644:3,  3-a  and  3-b  and  their  successors  or  any 
amendments  thereto  providing  for  a  criminal  penalty  for  false 
alarms . 

C„.    For  purposes  of  this  Bv-Law  an  "erroneous  alarm"  is  defined  as 
follows:   The  activation  of  an  alarm  system  through  mechanical 
failure,   accidental  tripping,  misoperation,  malfunction, 
misuse  or  the  neglect  of  the  owner  or  lessee  of  an  alarm 
system  or  his  employees  or  agents.   Upon  failure  of  the  Police 
Department  to  find  any  evidence  of  intrusion  or  other  legiti- 
mate need  or  legitimate  cause  for  the  activation  of  an  alarm 
system,  a  conclusive  presumption  of  any  erroneous  alarm  shall 
be  made.   An  erroneous  alarm  shall  not  include  alarms  caused 
by  earthquakes,  violent  winds,  malfunction  of  telephone  line 
circuits  or  external  causes  beyond  the  control  of  the  owner  or 
the  lessee  of  the  alarm  system.   Any  alarm  rung  which  would  be 
considered  a  false  alarm  under  RSA  644:3,  3-a  or  3-b  shall  be 
considered  to  be  an  erroneous  alarm  under  this  By-Law  unless 
it  is  otherwise  punished  as  a  false  alarm  under  those 
statutes . 

5.    An  "alarm  system"  shall  be  defined  as  follows:   Any  assembly 
of  equipment  and  devices  arranged  to  signal  the  presence  of  a 
hazard  requiring  the  urgent  attention  of,  and  to  which,  public 
safety  personnel  and  equipment  are  expected  to  respond. 

E.   Any  person  causing  or  being  responsible  for  an  erroneous  alarm 
as  defined  above  shall  be  punished  as  follows: 

1-   First  and/or  second  occurrence:   Warning. 

2.  Third  occurrence  within  a  five  year  period:   Fine  of 
$25.00  payable  to  the  Town  of  Brentwood. 

3.  Fourth  occurrence  within  a  five  year  period:   Fine  of 
$50.00  payable  to  the  Town  of  Brentwood  unless  it  is  an 
erroneous  fire  call  in  which  case  the  cost  of  the  respond- 
ing equipment  shall  be  added  to  the  $50.00  fine;  but  not 
to  exceed  $1,000.00  in  total. 
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4.  Fifth  occurrence  and  all  subsequent  occurrences  within  a 
five  year  period:   Fine  of  $50.00  payable  to  the  Town  of 
Brentwood  plus  the  cost  of  respondinq  equipment  but  not  to 
exceed  $1,000.00  in  total. 

F.  The  Selectmen  in  the  exercise  of  their  discretion  after 
conductinq  a  public  hearing  may,  upon  the  request  of  any 
violator,  for  good  cause  shown,  waive  the  imposition  of  the 
above  fine. 

G.  In  the  event  that  any  individual  alarm  system  malfunctions  and 
the  malfunction  is  determined  to  be  in  the  individual  system, 
the  alarm  owner  will  be  required  to  have  the  appropriate 
repairs  made  within  48  hours.   Repeated  malfunctions  due  to 
disrepair  will  be  treated  as  separate  incidents  of  erroneous 
alarms . 

H„    The  Chief  of  Police  and/or  th^  Fire  Chief  are  authorized  to 
order  a  disconnect  for  any  alarm  that  is  in  disrepair,  is  an 
habitual  erroneous  alarm  violator  or  is  not  promptly  repaired. 
The  Selectmen  are  charged  with  the  duty  of  enforcing  this 
By-Law. 

20.  Submitted  by  petition: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  Two  Thousand  Dollars  ($2000.)  to  cover  printing 
and  mailing  expenses  of  the  Brentwood  Newsletter  for  one  year.

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  paragraph  C  3.  of  the 
By-Law  regulating  Large  Assemblies  adopted  at  the  March, 
1983  Town  Meeting  by  adding  the  following  sentence  to  said 
paragraph : 

Additional  off-site  parking  over  and  above  the  spaces  required 
on-site  may  be  approved  upon  recommendation  of  the  Police 
Chief  if  he  finds  that  the  utilization  of  off-site  spaces 
will  not  present  a  danger  to  pedestrians  nor  interfere  with 
the  efficient  flow  of  traffic  to  and  from  the  site  of  the 
event . 

22.  Submitted  by  oetition: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($50,000.)  to  be  placed  in  a  Capi- 
tal Reserve  Fund  to  be  used  toward  the  purchase  of  a  new 
Fire  Truck. 

Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Six  Hundred  Dollars  ($600.)  for  the  Exeter  Mediation 
Program.   This  sum  to  be  used  to  mediate  all  referrals 
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from  Brentwood. 

Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee. 

24.  Submitted  by  oetition: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.)  for  the  support  of  the 
Seacoast  Mental  Health  Center. 

Not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee. 

25.  Submitted  by  petition: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Six  Hundred  and  Eighty-seven  Dollars  ($687.)  to 
assist  Rockingham  Child  and  Family  Services,  a  private, 
non-profit  organization,  to  continue  to  orovide  counseling 
services  for  individuals  and  families  of  Brentwood.   This 
$687.  reoresents  the  prorated  uncollected  amount  for 
services  already  rendered  last  year  to  14  residents  for  a 
total  of  54  sessions.

ORDINANCE: 

1.  To  adopt  the  Aquifer  Protection  Ordinance  for  the  Town  of 
Brentwood.   The  purpose  of  this  Ordinance  is,  in  the  interest 
of  public  health,  safety  and  general  welfare,  to  protect, 
preserve  and  maintain  existing  and  potential  groundwater 
supply  and  groundwater  recharge  areas  within  the  known 
aquifer  from  adverse  development,  land  use  Dractices  or 
depletion. 

2.  To  add  the  following  Section  to  Article  VII: 

The  Planning  Board,  its  members,  officers,  and  employees, 
by  direction  of  the  Board  and  in  the  performance  of  their 
functions  are  authorized  to  enter  upon  any  land  and  make 
such  examinations  and  surveys  as  are  reasonably  necessary 
and  place  and  maintain  necessary  monuments  and  marks,  all 
as  provided  by  RSA  674:1,  IV  (Supp.  1983) 

3.  To  amend  Article  VI  entitled  Motor  Vehicle  and  Machinery 
Junk  Yards  to  bring  it  into  conformance  with  RSA  236:111-126 
by  striking  the  last  two  sentences  of  Section  2  of  Article 
VI  and  substituting  therefore  the  following: 

If  not  complied  with  the  Selectmen  shall  take  action  In 
accordance  with  Article  VII  of  this  Ordinance. 
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4  To  amend  Article  V  Section  6  to  bring  it  into  conformance  with  the 
orevious  action  of  the  Town  granting  site  olan  review  Dower  to  the 
Planning  Board,  as  follows: 

Delete  Section  6  in  its  entirety  and  substitute  therefore: 
Section  8  of  Article  III  Site  Reviews: 

(A)  In  accordance  with  RSA  674:43  (Supd  1983)  the  Planning  Board  has 
been  empowered  to  review,  and  approve  or  disapprove  site  plans  for 
the  development  of  tracts  for  non-residential  uses,  or  for  multi- 
family  dwelling  units  whether  or  not  such  development  includes  the 
subdivision  or  resubdivision  of  the  site. 

(B)  It  shall  constitute  a  violation  of  this  Ordinance  to  commence  any 
development  requiring  such  a  site  olan  review  as  described  in  the 
regulations  of  the  Town  of  Brentwood  Planning  Board  without  first 
having  obtained  said  approval  from  the  Board. 

5.  To  amend  Article  XIII  to  provide  additional  definitions  as  follows: 

Section  14:   Multi-Family  Dwelling  Unit:   Any  structure  containing 
more  than  two  dwelling  units. 

Section  15:  Dwelling  Unit :  One  (1)  or  more  rooms,  including 
cooking  facilities ,  and  sanitary  facilities  in  a 
dwelling  designed  as  a  unit  for  occupancy  by  not 

more  than  one  (1)  family  for  living  and  sleeping 
purposes. 

6.  To  amend  Article  III  Section  7  (B)  to  provide  a  definition  of  waste 
material: 

Waste  material  as  used  in  this  Section  means  refuse,  solid  or  liquid 
waste,  ashes   rubbish,  industrial  and  commercial  waste,  buildine 
debris,  and  all  other  refuse  of  every  description,  whether  loose 
m  containers,  compacted,  bailed,  bundled  or  otherwise. 

7.       To  delete  present  Article  X  and  substitute  the  following:   PENALTY 

Any  violation  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  ounishable  by  a  fine  of 
One  Hundred  ($100)  Dollars  for  each  day  that  such  violation  continues 
after  the  conviction  date;  orovided,  however,  that  the  total  fine 
itrmosed  for  any  single  violation  shall  not  exceed  Five  Hundred  ($500) 
Dollars.   Additionally  in  the  event  the  Town  is  required  to  seek  injunc- 
tive relief  to  enforce  any  Drovision  of  this  Ordinance  the   Town  shall 
seek  the  imoosition  of  all  costs  and  attorney's  fees  in  pursuing  such 
action  from  any  violator  of  this  Ordinance  unless  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Selectmen  the  violation  was  inadvertent  or  otherwise  excusable. 
Additionally  in  the  event  that  any  person  shall  fail  to  obtain  any 
permit  required  under  this  Ordinance  or  any  other  land  use  regulation 
of  the  Town  of  Brentwood  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  Town's 
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Building  Ordinance,  the  Planning  Board's  Site  Plan  Review,  Subdivision, 
and  Excavation  Regulations,  the  Requirements  for  Siting  Sentic  Systems 
Ordinance  and  the  Regulations  re  Driveways  and  other  Accesses  to  Town 
Roads,  any  and  alt  oermit  or  aDDlication  fees  shall  be  trebled  unless 
the  appropriate  enforcing  body  shall  find  that  the  failure  to  obtain 
the  oermit  was  inadvertent  or  otherwise  excusable.   The  puroose  of  this 
orovision  is  to  insure  that  the  Town  recovers  the  costs  associated 
with  the  administrative  enforcement  of  its  land  use  regulations. 

8.  To  add  to  Article  IV  Section  1  under  (A)  new  item  a.  to  read: 
Boarding  horses  and  riding  lessons  shall  be  permitted. 

To  amend  Article  IV,  Residential-Agricultural  District  to  allow  by 
Special  Exception  the  development  of  facilities  for  the  collecting, 
Drocessing,  and  distribution  of  Dotable  water. 

Amend  Article  TV  Section  1  (F)  by  adding  the  following  Soecial  Exception 

Facilities  for  the  collection,  Drocessing,  and  distribution  of  Dotable 
water  may  be  aporoved  by  Special  Exceotion  of  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

a.   The  apolicant  attaches  to  the  application  for  Soecial  Exception 
a  written  statement  from  the  Planning  Board  that  site  review  is 
approved  for  the  orooosed  water  collection,  Drocessing,  or 
distribution  facility. 

b.  The  SDecific  site  is  an  aoDrooriate  location  for  the  DroDosed 

use  and  the  character  of  adjoining  uses  will  not  be  affected 
adversely. 

c.  No  factual  evidence  is  found  that  orooerty  values  in  the 

District  will  be  adversely  affected  by  such  use. 

d.  No  undue  traffic  or  no  nuisance  or  unreasonable  hazard  will 

result. 

e.  Adequate  and  aDDrooriate  facilities  will  be  Drovided  for  the 

oroDer  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  DroDosed  use. 

f.  The  Drooosed  use  will  not  offend  by  reason  of  the  production 

or  emission  of  smoke,  dust,  gas,  noise,  vibrations,  odor, 
fumes,  refuse  matter  or  similar  conditions.

Tf  a  Special  ExceDtion  is  granted,  the  lot  and  the  proposed  use 
will  conform  with  all  other  orovisions  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance.

Again,  this  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Fire  Department  and  Rescue 
Squad . 

This  report  is  separated  into  two  parts ;  the  Fire  Department 
and  the  Rescue  Squad. 

Fire  Department : 

This  year  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  116  calls  as  shown 
on  the  graoh.   This  is  ud  from  108  calls  in  1983. 

The  repair  work  done  in  1983  to  the  tank  on  Engine  2  has  apparently 
been  sufficient  so  that  we  did  not  use  the  S4500.  warrant  article 
and  did  not  include  it  in  this  year's  budget  request. 

As  most  of  you  know,  we  are  asking  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  be  used  for  the  ourchase  of  a  new  front 
line  pumper  to  replace  Engine  3  which  is  now  32  years  old. 
This  will  allow  us  to  continue  the  level  of  fire  protection 
to  the  Town  that  it  has  been  used  to. 

We  wish  to  publicly  thank  the  Rockingham  County  Sheriff's 
Dispatch  Center  for  the  excellent  job  is  has  done  dispatching 
our  fire  and  rescue  units . 

Again  this  year,  over  400  man  hours  of  labor  were  spent  main- 
taining and  repairing  our  trucks  and  we  wish  to  thank  all  the 
members  for  the  time  they  have  spent. 

In  October  of  1984  we  conducted  a  demonstration  of  Fire  Preven- 
tion at  Swasey  Central  School.  We  look  forward  to  continuing 
this  activity. 

Rescue  Squad : 

Again,  as  with  the  Fire  Department,  the  Rescue  Squad  had  a  busy 
year  responding  to  136  calls  as  shown  on  the  graoh.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

At  the  beginning  of  the  1983-84  school  year,  School  Board  members 
established  a  goal  to  improve  and  coordinate  the  elementary  and  secondary 
curricula.   Consequently,  for  the  past  two  years,  the  school  boards, 
administrators,  teachers,  parents,  and  citizens  have  worked  together  toward 
this  goal. 

At  the  elementary  level,  school-community  task  forces  developed  reading, 
social  studies,  and  math  curricula;  decided  to  initiate  a  more  comprehensive 
standardized  testing  program  for  grades  two(2)  through  six(6);  and,  defined 
sixth  grade  expectations  in  art,  music,  physical  education,  career  education, 
computers  and  library  science.   The  recommendations  of  these  task  forces  will 
be  acted  upon  in  June,  and  implemented  in  September,  1985.   Next  year  at  the 
elementary  level,  two  more  curriculum  task  forces,  in  Language  Arts  and  Science, 
will  develop  curricula  for  implementation  in  September  of  1986. 

At  the  secondary  level,  the  entire  high  school  faculty,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  the  school-community  High  School  Curriculum  Committee,  defined 
Expected  Student  Outcomes  for  every  course  at  the  high  school.   In  conjunction 
with  this  massive  undertaking,  the  High  School  Curriculum  Committee  surveyed  a 
sample  of  citizens  in  all  of  the  SAU  towns,  recent  high  school  graduates, 
current  secondary  faculty  members,  and  current  students  to  determine  the 
communities'  curriculum  priorities  and  expectations  for  the  high  school.   The 
results  of  this  survey  will  be  analyzed  and  used  to  help  the  High  School 
Curriculum  Committee,  School  Boards,  and  Administrators  to  develop  long  and 
short  term  plans  for  the  high  school  curriculum. 

In  a  further  effort  to  improve  instruction  throughout  the  district, 
supervisors  throughout  the  SAU  participated  in  a  training  program  in  evaluation 
of  instruction.   This  intensive,  year-long  training  program  has  helped  super- 
visors implement  a  new  evaluation  system,  and  has  improved  communication  and 
instruction  within  our  district. 

Looking  toward  the  future,  the  Joint  Board,  cognizant  of  the  projected 
growth  within  the  SAU  has  established  a  long-range  planning  group  to  study 
the  potential  impact  of  this  growth,  to  offer  recommendations,  and  to  propose 
possible  plans  for  action. 

As  we  look  further  into  the  future,  increasing  the  public's  understanding 
of  the  schools'  mission,  and  the  public's  participation  in  reaching  and 
setting  the  goals  for  the  school  district  is  critically  important.   The  task  of 
preparing  the  next  generation  for  the  challenge  and  rewards  of  the  21st  Century 
will  require  the  combined  efforts  of  the  schools  and  the  community.   We  urge 
your  continued  assistance  in  providing  the  students  in  our  region  with  a 
quality  educational  program.

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SWASEY  CENTRAL  SCHOOL 
PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

The  1984/85  school  year  was  a  year  that  saw  goals  established  and 
realized  from  the  supervisory  level  to  the  students'  level. 

Staff  and  students  alike  continue  to  focus  on  high  expectations 
for  academic  achievement.  Though  this  goal  is  on  going,  I  will  high- 
light how  this  challenging  goal  is  continually  met. 

Merit  award  assemblies  are  held  each  month  to  recognize  student 
achievement  and  endeavors.  Sixth  grade  students  also  participate  in 
the  Presidential  Academic  Fitness  Awards.  Students  that  receive  this 
award  must  attain  a  B+  average  or  equivalent,  accumulated  in  the  elem- 
entary school. 

An  annual  sixth  grade  advancement  dinner  and  dance  is  held;  our 
first  one  was  held  in  June,  1984. 

Students  participate  in  Swasey's  Peer  Tutor  Program.  This  program 
has  demonstrated  that  students  learning  from  students  is  effective  lea- 
rning; and,  that  it  serves  to  raise  student  expectations:  academically, 
socially  and  emotionally. 

An  annual  "Young  Author's  Contest"  is  held  with  Swasey  hosting 
its  own  "Young  Author's  Conference".  Swasey  students  also  had  many 
of  their  pieces  published  this  past  year. 

For  the  first  time,  fifth  and  sixth  grade  students  particpated 
in  the  annual  New  England  Mathematics  League  contest. 

Through  fundraising,  sixth  graders  continue  to  attend  the  Boston 
Symphony  Youth  Concerts  and  Sargent  Camp.  Each  spring  our  sixth  gra- 
ders attend  this  camp  which  teaches  environmental  education  and  human 
development  skills. 

Swasey  staff  members  continue  to  participate  in  S.A.U.  #16  wide 
curriculum  committees  to  revise,  develop,  and  assess  various  curricu- 
lum areas.  Our  goal  this  year  has  been  to  focus  on  math,  reading  and 
social  studies. 

In  the  spring  of  1984,  Mr.  Norton  and  his  former  third  and  fourth 
graders  presented  the  Brentwood  Historical  Society  with  the  artifacts 
from  our  first  archeological  dig.  These  artifacts  will  be  housed  in 
the  Historical  Society's  museum. 

Robert  Schroeder  was  nominated  by  staff,  students  and  members  of 
the  community  to  participate  in  the  "National  Teacher  of  the  Year"  com- 
petition. From  a  field  of  21  nominees  state  wide,  he  was  chosen  as  a 
semifinalist  and  recognized  as  an  outstanding  educator  for  N.H.  He 
was  honored  in  Concord  on  January  23,  1985. 

On  Febraury  13,  1985,  our  volunteer  program  coordinated  by  Cindy 
Sheldon  and  Carol  Chapman  received  the  "Blue  Ribbon  Award".  Our  volun- 
teers also  received  a  special  state  recognition  in  October  for  its  vol- 
untary efforts  and  endeavors. 

As  a  result  of  these  efforts,  our  children  participate  in  more 
physical  education,  music,  art,  and  computer  activities.  Our  speaker 
enrichment  program  also  provides  many  challenging  avenues  for  our  stu- 
dents to  explore. 
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Erin  Duffy's  class  was  chosen  to  appear  on  Channel  50's  "Just  Kid- 
ding Around"  and  did  an  outstanding  job  of  representing  Swasey  Central 
School. 

Swasey  students  participated  in  the  New  Hampshire  School  Boards 
Association  Education  Festival  held  in  Contoocook,  N.H.  The  school 
also  participated  in  the  Rockingham  County  Nursing  Home's  115  Anniver- 
sary celebration.  We  were  very  pleased  to  have  the  residents  from  the 
nursing  home  attend  our  annual  holiday  concert. 

Yes,  the  1984-85  school  year  has  been  a  busy,  productive  and  posi- 
tive one.  It  was  a  year  in  which  the  school,  the  parents  and  the  com- 
munity worked  together  to  achieve  our  common  goal  to  provide  quality 
education  for  each  and  every  student. 

Education  is  a  sound  investment  for  our  future.  Thank  you  for 
your  continued  support  and  for  valuing  each  child's  education.
